Posterity's Debt—And Ours 


ANE hears a good deal oi' late about the wisdom 
U of keeping the war debt alive so-that future 
generations can help pay for it. 
This is fre- 


quently regarded as a matter oi' duly for the 
coming generation, inasmuch as this generation 


fouglit the war for "posterity", and "posterity" 


ought to help lolc the burden. 
So runs the 


reasoning. But one is inclined to think [hat in 
larqc part, it proceeds rather from an acute dis- 


comfort \vilh prcscnl-dny taxes than from any 


very dear idea-of justice to posterity. 


After a little reflection one begins io think 


that the trend of such discussion is not so much 


to let posterity pay its share of the cost,as to 


five this generation an excuse to evade ns much 


as possible of Us share. The \var debt is a large 


nnd ample debt. Tt is not likely that this gener- 


ation, were it to start out with the intention of 
paying the whole bill, could avoid leaving a 
considerable balance for posterity to wipe out. 


TQ cut it all ofT at a stroke would mean that 
even- family of five in the United Slates would 


be liable for something like $2,000. without 


counting the interest—not a very feasible ar- 
rangement if it were to be superimposed upon 


the normal taxes needed to pay for local, slate 
and national government."

prosperous condition as possible, to stale it gen- 
erally. We should think little of a father who 
dissipated bis income during his b'fe and left his 
diildren a legacy of unpaid bills and mortgages, 


if he had not made every effort lo get his affairs 


in shape during his lifetime. We are the fath- 
ers of Uie next generation, and we hold the re- 
sources of America in trust from our fathers for 
them. They will have problems of their own, 


as-we of this generation have had. What those 
problems may be we cannot guess, any more 


than thirty years ago our parents would have 
dreamed their sons would be fighting a war in 
Europe. The least—and the most—that we can 


do to give them the best possible chance of hap- 
piness and prosperity is to. leave, them, insofar 


as we are able, a free hand lo deal with the dif- 
ficulties of their generation.

Will Coin "Iron Men" 


COON Uncle Sam will resume his task of lurn- 
*-' 'ing silver bullion into iliron men."' 
The 


1921 silver dollar will be the first placed in cir- 
culation since 1905. 


These coins are authorized under what is 


known as the Pittman act of 1918. 
Under thai 


the secretary of the treasury was authorized lo 
break up and sell 350 million silver dollars. 
That was during the war when Great Britain 
needed a lot of silver for use in India. The same 
act provided that enough silver should be pur- 
chased to replace the dollars broken up and 
sold. 
The law provided that the government 


should pay a dollar au ounce for this silver, 
though tlic-markct price right now is but about 
sixty cents. 


These new silver dollars will be coined in 


the Philadelphia mint, and they will be circu-
